Havana, Oetober 7tb. 1904. 

Diar Tba.- Last month I waa aent down 
here among Uncle Sam's warda to look into 
some fruitgrowing propositioai. Have been 
over to the Itile of Pines, and am now inre»ti- 
gating the Havana naighbDrhood and Westward 
to Bahia Hoada and Herradura. Many Ameri- 
cana bare come here and engaged in bosiness 
in Havana or bought farming landn, which are 
to be had at low prices; but in my opinion Old 
Kentacky ia aaarer Heaven than tbia oonntry 
is, and to all who thiak 9i isvnatiig tai oraage 
grove Iota, or other sehem^ of tba hmd pro- 
moters down here, I wonid say don't- for 
Heaven'fl sake, don't,— but oome down and see 
the conditioM tbat obtain bare. 

A Northern man can have no idea of the dif- 
ficulties of farming here, where vegetation 
grows ranklf all the time and the rainfall is 
60 inches or aora per year, and aometimes 2 
inohee per hour. 

The farmer.' are now preparing the ground 
for tobacco, which is set out thu month and 
cut in December and January. The ground is 
ao beaten dowa by the rains and matted with 
graas tbat It ia sometimea aeoeaaary to plow it 
.'tev.'n or t isht times ii order to get it in een- 
dition for planting. ^ 

The American Tobacco Company bu bonght 
out recently the Henry Clay & Bock Company, 
and pretty well control the prices of leaf to- 
bacco here. They have large tobacco planta- 
tions in Cnba,and I am informed boy a great deal 
in the market; but 25oenta per ponad is about 
the topmost price to the farmer. As an acre 
produces only from 500 to 700 pounds, one can 
readily see that the Cuban planter has no great 
advantage over the Kentucky farmer. 

I iranges are being planted by thousands of 
acres in Cuba, md.stly. I bi_'li"ve, alonn the 
Northern coast where water transportation is 
convenient; but what is to be done with the 
crop when raised is not so apparent. Some 
Havana merchants, whom 1 interviewed, tried 
shipping orani.'e.'i to the I'uited .'^tatea, bvt kiat 
money in the business and quit. 

There ar>' p< ople here, however, from the 
^tati'- wi'.'i are making a success of farming, 
and are well satisfied with their condition. They 



came and bought land suitable for their pur- 
poses, and did not fall into the snarea of the 
promoters, wbieb ara eat on every band to catch 

the unwary. 

There are no bearing orange groves on the 
Isle of Pines. A few thousand trees have been 
planted, and with plenty of fertUiser will, in 
all probability, bear well; bat one might as 
well have an orchard in Timbuctoo for all the 
prospect there is to movf the crop when raired. 

The talk of those interested in selling land 
thereabont that iaiand being soon to come un- 
der the control of the United States appears to 
me to be extremely silly. She is tied to Cuba's 
apron string good and strong, and don't you 
forget it. 

If this letter sboald be the meaas of saving 
some hard-earned dollars to any of my Ken- 
tucky friends 1 shall be abundantly satisfied; 
not forgetting tbat he who is continually "play- 
ing the raeaa''wo«U Jast aawall invsat his 
money in orangt groraa as on the track. Very 
truly yours, ^ W. C. Pelhah.
